British Planes Ordered Into Action 
As Halt on Bands of Indonesians 


BATAVIA, Oct. 31.—(UP)—' 
British warplanes were ordered 
into action today to halt bands of 
Indonesian forces on the march in 
central Java, and all available 
warships were reported rushing to 
the strife-torn Soerabaja naval 
base city to enforce a demand 
that the Indonesians surrender the 
murderers of a British brigadier 
or face the might of modern. mili- 
tary power.

President 
Unfair, Say 
Legislators

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(UP) 
Congress roared strong words 
back at President Truman today 
for the chief executive’s two-fist- 
ed attack on the legisiators in his 
wages-price policy speech Tuesday 
night. 

Observers agreed that the first 
major fight between the White 
House and the capitol was on and 
the reaction in congress was that 
the former Missouri senator was 
on the losing side. 

From committee room and 
house floor came charges that the 
President had been “unfair” in as- 
sessing the blame on two house 
committees for “damaging delays” 
in speeding up legislation to pro- 
vide jobs-for-all and jobless pay 
benefits. And there also was 
strong criticism of the speech it- 
self. Most of it was partisan, but 
some Democrats joined in defend- 
ing the House Executive Expendi- 
tures and the Ways and Means 
Committees against charges of di- 
latoriness in handling their bills. 
VINSON ADMITS RIFT 

The only slightly conciliatory 
note came from Mr. Truman’s 
press conference. He said he 
hopes congress will not recess un- 
til it has finished with his re- 
quested legislation. 

One cabinet official, Secretary 
of Treasury Fred M. Vinson, took 
official cognizance of the fact that 
a “chasm exists between the Ex- 
ecutive Expenditures Committee, 
whose members were smarting 
over the presidential spanking for 
not reporting out a full employ- 
ment bill. The committee contin- 
ued its hearings today with Vin- 
son asserting that jobs-for-all is 
“the basic framework upon which 
a large share of our efforts to 
solve the central problem of full 
production, and full employment 
must rest .

Commission Chairman Charlie 
Brown told the civil service board 
that any appointments made by the 
commission contrary to the act 
were made by an “error in judg- 
ment” and not an attempt to by- 
pass civil service. 

“If there have been any viola- 
tions, they have been minor,” 
Brown added. “We all admit that

ia, $109,227.36 in academic fees; 
4,765.27 was received in dona- 
tions for research, 000 was re- 
ceived from the city of Augusta 
and $7,174.77 was realized from 
student activity fees and other 
sources. 

Of the total dvailable, $305,- 
202.11 was expended for current 
operations and purchase of equip- 
ment. This was less than the 1944 
and 1943 expenditures for these

OPA Control 
Of New Rents 
Believed Certain 


| NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—(NANA) 
While no official announcement 
has yet been made, it appears that 
the OPA is about to extend rent 
control to newly constructed 
apartment buildings. 


It is believed that rents for new 
space will be fixed at 20 per cent 
above those for comparable space 
in buildings erected before the 
war. 

When the OPA announces the 
control of rents for new buildings, 
it probably will re-establish its 


ules in advance of construction s0 
that builders will be able to ar- 
range financing and begin con- 
'struction with assurance that le- 
_gally they will be able to charge a 
definite, fixed amount for their 
|/new apartments. In the past, the

Only a “slight increase” in the 
sale of shoes was reported by At- 
lanta shoe store managers yester- 
day—the first day in more than 
two years that buyers did not need 
small bits of paper besides their 
money in order to take home. the 
desired footwear. | 

Crowds were describéd as about 
“average” in many shops, with 
only a few store heads reporting 
“more customers than we: could 
wait on in the first hour after our 


‘|store opened.” 


Shoe rationing ended at mid- 
night Tuesday, with an announce- 
ment by OPA Administrator Ches- 
ter Bowles stating that shoe pro- 
duction had “taken a big jump 
since the end of the war.” 


“But most people knew that the 
end of rationing was near,” the 
floor manager of a leading store 
said. ‘‘We’ve been busy for the 
last two weeks selling shoes to 
people who wanted to use up their 
ration stamps. They seemed to 
hate to see them go to waste. 


“FREE AND EASY” 


“Whereas the customers former- 
ly were conservative with their 
stamps, they became ‘free and 
easy’ toward the end. Some buy- 
ers feared that there would be a 
stampede when rationing ended 
and so they bought all they could 
beforehand.” 

Precautionary measures ~ were 
taken at a number of shoe stores 
to handle the expected throngs. 
More salesmen were added and 
check desks set up. “But we really 
didn’t need them,” one manager 
sighed, mumbling about the un- 
predictable nature of; the Ameri- 
can shopper. asa 


Stocks generally are:low in At- 
lanta stores, but a steady “build- 
ing up” is expected, and at the end 
of six months the shoe store patron 
probably will find a complete line 
of shoes. Right now, good leather 
shoes lead the list of hard-to-get 
footwear. 

The shoe department manager 
of a leading store predicted that 
a larger per cent of shoes bought 
in the next few weeks would be 
returned. He explained: 


EXPECT RETURNS 


“About 10 per cent of our shoe 
purchases are brought back under 
ordinary conditions. But with 
ever-eager people buying the first 
pair they try on, now that ration- 
ing is ended, I believe returns will 
jump 30 or 35 per cent.” 

Although most stores noticed 
only a few more customers than 
usual, there was a tendency for 
customers to buy more than one 
pair of shoes. One lady, who con- 
fessed she had a special weakness 
for foot apparel, took advantage 
of ration lifting and walked out 
‘with six pairs. 

Sale of children’s shoes is like- 
‘ly to show a decided upsurge, be- 
cause the hopping and skipping 
youngsters are hardest on shoes 
and suffered most from rationing, 
it was pointed out. 


OLD SIGNS STILL UP 


Signs reading “These shoes are 
ration free’ and “We cannot ac- 
cept detached ration coupons” 
were still in evidence in several 
stores, indicating that reconver- 
sion to rationless selling was not 
quite complete. The cashier in one 
shoe store dragged out her coupon 
jar as usual yesterday morning— 
to the great amusement of her fel- 
low workers. 

But you can be sure that the 
store Managers are glad to be free 
from the bother of taking stamps. 
They admitted they were tired of 
hearing sad stories about “leaving 
my ration book at home” and “my 
poor little shoeless child.” 

Who were the people who 
bought shoes yesterday? Here are 
a few: 
| Mrs. Clyde Holland, 183 Briar- 
_wood road, N. E., purchased a new 
pair of black kid pumps. She 
‘didn’t have plenty of shoes when 
they were rationed and was tak- 
ing advantage of the ration lifting. 
She expressed surprise that more 
people weren’t doing likewise. 


BUYS WALKING SHOES 


Mrs. Mamie L. Bishop, 900 
Stallings street, found herself a 
pair of walking shoes. Although 
she said she had had the neces- 
sary stamp for some time, yester- 
day was the first day that she had 
found what she wanted. 

WAC Lt. Dorothy Scheffreen, 
stationed at Lawson General hos- 
pital, bought two pairs of shoes. 
“WACs had to give coupons, too,” 
she explained, “and I found it 
hard to get along on those al- 
lotted us.” 

Another customer, not knowing 
rationing had ended, tried to give 
a ration stamp to the clerk. She 
was greatly disappointed to hear 
the news, because “I bought this 
stamp from my cook and paid a 
‘dollar for it.”

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Mr. Truman Wisely Goes to the People 


Generally, President Truman’s speech 
on wage increases in major industry made 
good sense. | 


It will not be good for the corner gro- 
cer, the drug store or any other small or 
large business, if wages decrease by an 
estimated $25,000,000,000 a year. 


It is perfectly true, as Mr. Truman said, 
that business cannot prosper without cus- 
tomers who make good wages and have 
money with which to buy goods. It is 
equally true that labor cannot find jobs 
unless business prospers. 


One hand washes the other. 


The President expressed a‘ desire to 
get back as quickly as possible to the free 
operation of our competitive system. But, 
he noted, with a proper amount of irony, 
that those who so damned the late Mr. 
Roosevelt for “interfering” in that system, 
now were damning him for not doing it— 
that is, invoking “strong-arm methods” to 
settle the disputes. 


Again, The Constitution would like to 
repeat an opinion expressed some days 
ago—that Mr. Truman is correct and wise 
in withholding government intcrference 
and letting the current wage conflict run 
its course until management and labor 
realize that unless they can reach a for- 
mula permitting volunteer agreements, 
government will have to come in more em- 
phatically than ever before. 


Nevertheless, the proffered solution 
had one great weakness. 


President Truman mentioned no fig- 
ures, but the inference seemed to be that 
a savings of 10 per cent of gross earnings 
by repeal of the excess profits tax plus 
9.5 per cent by partial elimination of war- 
time incentive premiums, plus 4.5 per cent 
by reduction of overtime pay equals an 
ability by industry to pay an increase of 
between 15 per cent and 24 per cent... 
with no price incrcases. 

That is all right and probably is en- 
tirely true in the case of a few major in- 
dustries. ts 


But it is oversimplification of the fac- 
tors involved in other instances. 


Smaller business also will feel the ef- 
fect of the granting of a 15 or 24 per cent 
increase. 


As has been pointed out before, only 


about 28 per cent of the people who work 
in this country -work ‘in factories. The 
great majority work in small business, in 
the so-called “service industries” which, 
because their smaller businesses are not on 
a low unit-cost basis, cannot pay any such 
increase and remain in business, 


The solution admittedly isn’t easy. 


It has become more and more the ten- 


wdency of this country to refuse to face 


facts, to demand that “George,” or in this 


_ case, “Harry,” do something about it. Even 


the Wall Street financial publications are 
showing signs of nostalgia for the hand of 
the late Mr. Roosevelt in just a few fields 
of the national endeavor. Mr. Truman 
was quite right in pointing out the irony 
of the public position as he tries to keep 
hands off and let the competitive system 
work out its own problems without—as it 
has demanded for 12 long years—govern- 
ment interference. 


It perhaps is just as well, too, that 
Mr..Truman spoke firmly and somewhat 
sharply to congress. This is true whether 
or not you agree with the requests made 
of congress by the President. The facts 
are, Mr. Truman has learned that con- 
gress will be congress and President, too, 
if the President is weak enough to permit 
it. Mr. Truman’s relations with congress, 


insofar as. getting things done, already / 


are deteriorated to a point below that of 
the late Mr. Roosevelt’s relations. The 
“good old. Harry” relationship never has 
worked in American history and. never 
will, The constitution wisely gaye to 
each department specific duties. 


To the President it gave, among 
others, the strict necessity of thinking 
and planning and initiating in behalf of 
the nation as a whole. 

He cannot control congress except by 
public opinion. : 


Mr. Truman wisely has gone to the 
people. ‘He will need to do so again. 


Easing the Way for More Housing 


It’s good to know the Atlanta Housing 
Authority has plans for construction of 
2.500 additional low-rent units as soon as 
federal funds are made available. 


And surely, in- view of the critical 
nation-wide housing shortage and the fact 
that such public works will be needed to 
cushion the reconversion shock, congres- 
sional action on the Wagner-Ellender bill 


, will not be long in coming. 


Atlanta badly needs the additional 
facilities which the local authority already 
has in the blue-print stage. Private enter- 
prise thus far has not demonstrated the 
ability to meet the shortage, with the con- 


vi 


sequence thousands of Atlantans are liv- 
ing in cramped, inadequate quarters. 


Since it now is apparent that both 
public and private housing will be neces- 
sary to take care of the tremendous exist- 
ing demand, we suggest that Georgia’s 
state laws bé amended to make use of the 
right of eminent domain for slum-clear- 
ance projects on the part of private enter- 
prise. 


There are many blighted central areas 
in the state’s major cities which will con- 
tinue disease-breeding eyesores until such 
time as they can be purchased at fair 
prices for multiple housing purposes. 


Mr. Truman 
Learns an Old Story 


President Harry S. Truman speaks sharply to 
congress, 
What can a President do with congressional 
legislation? 

Nothing at all that congress does not wish to be done. He may 
veto legislation. Congress may pass same over his veto. 

Congress is at all times the master of the President. That was 
true during the life of Mr. Roosevelt. A President has only one 
weapon—public opinion, This, Mr. Roosevelt had in his first four 
years. A study of the record reveals that after that he began to 
lose influence with congress as public opinion became more diffused, 
more confused, directed av many points, not one. 

Institutions are living things, clearly and legally defined. Yet 
they differ greatly in terms of ‘the men who operate them. 

The presidency of the United States was one thing under Warren 
Harding; another under Herbert Hoover, still another under Calvin 
Coolidge. Certainly it was still another thing under Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, as it is under Harry S. Truman. It was one thing under 
Andrew Jackson, something else under Van Buren. 

It is the custom of the critics today, when vilifying some of the 
legislation of the Roosevelt period which displeases them, to sey: 
“It is a product of the Roosevelt administration”, implying it wal 
product of Roosevelt himself and his cabinet or advisers. 

Actually, of course, it was a product of the congress of his time, 
no member of which was elected by Mr, Roosevelt. It was public 
opinion, demanding great reform in American government and its 
economy, which caused congress to vote for the measures recom- 
mended by the Roosevelt administration. 

Many members of the present congress who today arise and de- 
nounce some of the present legislation, because public opinion so 
dictates, will be found to have made enthusiastic speeches and “‘aye” 
votes for the identical legislation at the time it was adopted. 


American Institution The presidency of the United States is 


peculiarly an American institution. It 
is shaped by its response to American needs. 

The President has not legislative authority, nor was he meant to 
possess it. By the very nature of his office he is a lonely man, as 
Harry Truman is learning. 

Yet the Constitution of the United States requires of him, and 
him alone, that he plan and think, recommend and initiate legisla- 
tion good for the state of the nation. 

A senator represents at best a region, more usually a state. Thus, 
the western senators always are active in matters affecting cattle, 
silver and water rights. The senators from the industrial east are 
interested specifically in that, and so on. 

A congressman represents only a district with its specific in- 
terests. 

The President is the only man required to think in terms of the 
nation. 

At all times, as said pnefore, is congress master of the President. 
We have had many strong presidents, Jefferson and Jackson, widely 
separated, were the first two. After Jackson there was none until Lin- 
coln. From Lincoln there was the long stretch to Cleveland, and he 
was not as strong as were his predecessors. After Woodrow Wilson 
there was no White House leadership unti] Franklin Roosevelt came 
to office. Actually, after 1933, there was challenge of his actions in 
the congress. 

he President may but indicate the path he wishes taken. After 
thfat he may threaten, cajole or persuade in any possible manner. 
ut he always is subject to a will he cannot control. 

He is the leader of his party, but not its congressional leader. 


Even if he has a majority in both houses, he cannot say it is his. 


o It is worth noting that strong presidents 
Strong Presidents have come with more frequency in our 
later history than in early American history. Lincoln, Cleveland, 
Teddy Roosevelt, Wilson and Franklin Roosevelt all have come 
within the lifetime of men living today. 

There is the inevitable reasons—the problems of this country, 
with the exhaustion of the escape valve of the physical frontier, 
have become more and more the same as those of the older, demo- 
cratic and capitalistic countries of Europe. 

They are not the same. Our opportunities are vastly greater for 
the individual; the social divisions are less exaggerated and sharp; 
but there has emerged a large working class concentrated in our 
urban centers (we were a rural nation in the 80's) and requiring 
special social legislation and desiring job security. 

The Constitution limits the President, as it intended. 

He is confronted with great national! problems. 

He must deal with a congress composed of men interested first, 
by the nature of their election to office, in specific states and 
regions. 

He is a sailor on a good raft in a great sea. But, lacking a helm, 
which is in congress’ hands, he cannot steer a gourse. 

Every President worth his salt learns this and fights for the 
nation as a whole. 

The weak ones, such as Harding, Hoover and Coolidge, leave it 
all to sources outside the White House.

in Atlanta. The purpose of-the visit I have 

forgotten. Probably to lecture, or something. 

The only memory I have of him is a story he told. It was one of 
those anecdotes that rank with the best if well told, but is not 
much unless the narrator is gifted. He told it magnificently. It 
was new then and productive of a great laugh. It is old now, 
everybody has heard it, so I won’t try to tell it here, Last week 
I picked up one of the recently published novels and saw the 
name “James Street” as the author. That recalled the old inci- 
dent. I read the new book. It is titled “The Gauntlet,” and pub- 


lished by Doubleday. 

I recommend it, highly, ! : 
their congregations and all those interested in Baptists. 
all my friends among the Baptists will read it. 

I never knew it before, but Street, the author, was at one time 
a Baptist minister, with his own church, 

It is indicated, on the cover, that much of the factual matter 
in: “The Gauntlet” is personal experience. Wherever he got it, 


it is good. 

The story is, basically, the story of the 
Church Democracy struggle of a young minister to find his 
own personal faith and hold it secure. Then it is the story of a 
church divided into factions, of the struggle between the minister 
and some of the deacons and their supporters, for the soul of that 
church. It is a story of vicious attack, with the weapons of gos- 
sip, rumor and slander, against the good repute of a man and his 


wife. 
It is a thrilling story and one to hold you to the very end and 


to leave you thinking deeply of all it means. 
Furthermore, you will realize that the dangers which face the 
spiritual democracy of the little church at “Linden, Mo.,” are the 
same which, on a larger scale, ‘today attack political democracy 
everywhere. It is the old fight of spiritual freedom against ma- 


terialistic fascism.

The young preacher, London Wingo, is called on to conduct 
his first funeral. It is in the country, where the youngest son of 
a backwoods leader and patriarch has been killed while working 
on the railroad. 

He could afford a 
blunder at a wedding and even in a sermon, but never at a fu- 
neral. A funeral is a forum for old folks, and there they watch 
the preacher, whereas at a wedding they watch the bride, and at 
a sermon they usually watch one another:” 

And the young minister tried to read the funeral from a hand- 
book and, by mistake, read the Episcopal service, but the family 
knew no better and were delighted because it was longer. 

It has always seemed to me that books 


Opening a Door such as this, which center about the 


thoughts, emotions and struggles of a minister as the central 
character, have a special value. For they tend to rémove from 
readers’ minds that subconscious estimate so common, that a minis- 
ter is someone apart from, different from, other men. 

Of course that isn’t true. And such books as “The Gauntlet” 
show how untrue it is. And, as the book emphasize, all spiritual 
life is, in reality, but a search for truth. 

Do you remember a book which was a sensation and a best 
seller ‘way back in the early years of this century? It, too, was 
a book about a preacher. It was called “In His Steps,” and the 
story was of the preacher of a fashionable city church who tried 
to act, in every detail of life, big or little, as Jesus would act if He 
were” alive today. 

Inevitably that minister faced tragedy. 

“The Gauntlet” is a very different type of book, a truer book. 
It deals with a small-town church instead of a big-city congrega- 
tion. But there is a similarity. For both tell of ministers strug- 
gling for truth. 

You should—especially if you are a Baptist and extra-special- 
ly if you are a Baptist minister—read James Street’s “The Gaunt- 
let.” It will do you good as well as entertain you—if you are

Is Muley Doughton 
In Truman Doghouse? 


WASHINGTON.—For more than a week be- 
fore the final announcement was made it was 
generally known around the White House that 

President Truman would cancel out his plans for the southern -trip 
to Georgia and North Carolina. 

As late as last Thursday Mr. Truman said at a White House 
press conference that he was still hopeful of being able to go, but 
indicated sufficiently that it was by no means certain. The point 
was stressed that all of the President’s engagements are neces- 
Sarily tentative, particularly at a time when there is an accumula- 
tion of pressing business. 

But while the President appeared to be-still hopeful of making 
the trip others around the White House let drop the information— 
inadvertantly—that the plans were definitely out. 


In the meantime, Gov. Arnall, who was to be the Presi- 
dent’s chief host on his visit to Georgia, and Rep. Bob 
Doughton, of North Carolina, around whom the Carolina trip was 
being built, went ahead with plans for receiving Mr. Truman— 
neither of them had been officially notified of any cancellation of 
the plans. 

As for Rep. Doughton, the 80-odd-year-old chairman of the power- 
ful House Ways and Means Committee, he seemed to be convinced 
right up to the last that Mr. Truman would at least go to North 
Carolina, even though the Georgia end of the trip were called off. 

When the final announcement was made Monday calling off 
the plans, he was flabbergasted and refused to believe it. 
tired to his private office in the capitol and declined to give any 
comment for several hours, still hopeful that the President would 
see his way clear to go. 

What made the matter personal to Mr. Doughton was that a ig 
celebration was being arranged in his behalf at Statesville, N. C., 
his home town. Mr. Truman was scheduled to deliver a speech there 
and big doings had been planned. 

All of this tends to give a certain air of mystery to the develop- 
ments. .The point is that most everybody in Washington who 
sought the facts seems to have known of the President's intention 
to call off the trip except Rep. Doughton. He believed up to the 
very last that the plans would carry through. , 

The official explanation given at the White House in explanation 
of the cancellation was that the President, faced with the wage 
controversy and other postwar problems, had decided to stay close 
to his desk for at least the next six weeks. 

The last extended trip Mr. Truman made away from Washing- 
ton, visiting Missouri, Tennessee and Kentucky, brought some 
criticism of his “running around at a time of crisis.” One of his 
remarks made on that trip—his admonition to “cut out the foolish- 
ness” and “get back to work’’—inspired some caustic work by the 
cartoonists. 

Some sources profess to believe that it was this criticism, more 
than anything else, that prompted the President to call off the 


southern trip. 

Another story is going the rounds, however, 
Another Theory that is equally interesting. It concerns the 
action of Rep. Doughton’s Ways and Means Committee in tabling 
one of the President’s pet reconversion measures—the unemploy- 
ment compensation bill. : 

Some of the President’s advisers are said to feel that it would 
have been a mistake for Mr. Truman to have gone to North Caro- 
lina and delivered a friendly pat on the back to Mr. Doughton 
when he is responsible for holding up the bill. Labor is demanding 
action on the legislation and the President has been embarrassed 
by his inability to get it through. 

Suggestions are heard, therefore, that Mr. Doughton himself 
may be chiefly responsible for the President’s cancellation of the 
southern trip. To have gone to the Tarheel state and patted the 
committee chairman on the back would have looked like the Presi- 
dent and he were in cahoots in deadlocking the bill . 

But for that Mr. Truman might have gone to Georgia. He 
couldn't yery well have gone to Georgia without carrying out his 
North Carolina commitment also, since he was scheduled to stop 
over there en route to Atlanta.

NEW YORK.—The Ball-Burton- 
Hatch bill has been denounced by 
all the prominent professionals of 
the union movement as a blow at 
labor’s gains and liberties, This 
was to be expected, even from 
honest men on that side of the 
dispute, because they are’ commit- 
ted to the proposition that the only 
workers in the country who may 
legitimately be classed as “labor” 
are those enrolled in the unions. 
All the rest, who far outnumber 
the minority embraced by the 
unions, are heathens and have no 
rights which unions must respect. 
They are committed also to the 
propaganda that any curtailment 
of the present rights, powers and 
privileges of unions is a Fascist 
movement secretly directed by big 
business. They are especially sen- 
sitive against all proposals which 
might tend to diminish the num- 
ber and duration of strikes.

This was 
soon made into a movie, starring 
Paul Muni. The late Judge Vivian

Reducing Is © 
Easier Now, 
says Kain 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

More meat in the menus is good 
news for everybody, but best of 
all for the reducers. Extra pro- 
tein in the diet can actually help 
those overweight lose faster, and 
not feel hungry. Not only is meat 
filling and sticks to the ribs, but 
it has a stimulating action that 
enables you to burn more cal- 
ories. On the same number of cal- 
ories, you can lose more weight 
if a greater share of these cal- 
ories are in protein foods. It 
sounds like black magic, but it’s 
the specific dynamite action of 
protein which acts as a direct 
stimulant to the metabolic proc- 
esses. 

Incidentally, now you know 
why you gained so much -weight 
on rationing, even though you 
didn’t eat more food, and had far 
less sugar and butter. 

We need from 70. to 100 grams 
of protein daily. But let’s talk 


in terms of food. Plan each meal 


around a hearty protein dish; 
meat, fish, fowl, eggs or cheese. 
Instead of having only toast, jelly 
and coffee for breakfast, have an 
egg or two and limit the toast to 
one slice, lightly buttered, That's 
an easy way to take more of the 
breakfast calories in protein. The 
eggs should be soft-boiled, poach- 
ed, baked or scrambled in the 
top of a double boiler without 
added fat. One egg counts 75 
calories and furnishes seven 
grams of protein. 

At lunch, instead of having a 
three-decker sandwich, <ie and 
coffee, have a generous portion 
of American cheese grilled on one 
thin slice of bread. One ounce 
of cheese furnishes seven grams 
of protein and about 100 calories. 
You can even grill the cheese on 
one of the high-protein, low-cal- 
orie breads that are on the mar- 
ket. Add a chopped green salad 
or sliced tomato, a cup of hot tea 
and fruit and that’s a good lunch. 
Or have a bowl of hot soup, to- 
mato or pea, made with a cup of 
skim milk. One glass of milk 
yields seven grams of protein, 
skimmed milk the same as whole.

Horrified spectators gasped as 
witness after witness told of the 
St. Paul’s college massacre in 
which 373 persons died on Feb. 9. 

Luisa Barahona, 30, a Spaniard, 
said the Japanese herded 800 to 
1000 civilians into the dining 
room of St. Paul’s college and then 
detonated a huge charge of explo- 
sives in the ceiling. 

Panic-stricken survivors at- 
tempting to escape by leaping 
from the windows were machine- 
gunned and bayoneted by the Jap- 
anese outside. The Japanese 
poured gasoline on the bodies and 
set it afire,

mile,” but failed to arrive. 
Roscoe, a big black rat, and fa- 
ther of the clan of criminals, was 
first to enter the death house. He 
said his own prayers and ate a 
hearty supper of limburger cheese 
before Chief Executioner W. H. 
Morris, of the Capitol Chemical 
Company, sprung the trap and let 
him enter the death house, which 
was wired with more gadgets than 
a 24-tube radio. 
Roscoe began the fatal march at 
Pp. m. promptly and was pro- 


nounced dead at 2:15 p. m. The’ 


reason for the delay was that Ros- 
coe was a bit reluctant to enter 
the death house—where six volts 
of electricity were shot into his 
body, and required the prodding 
of Executioner Morris. He entered 
the death house, tripped the photo 
electric cell, a steel door clanged 
behind him and then he raced up 
the ramp to the death chamber. 

A switch in the death chamber 
was out of whack, so Roscoe ran 
back down the ramp, washed his 
face with his front paws and mut- 


tered a squealing sound, which | 
might have been a final plea for | 


mercy. 


“JUICE” ON THIS TIME 

This was denied and the switch 
was fixed and Roscoe scampered 
up the ramp again. This time the 
“juice” was on and Roscoe got it 
full blast on his rear anatomy, 
killing him instantly. His remains 
were dumped into a “hearse” for 
d*sposal in the city incenerator. 

After Roscoe had paid the final 
penalty and all switches were 
checked on the electronic rat trap, 
being displayed here for the first 
time, Roscoe’s ratty comrades fol- 
lowed in close order and the whole 
lot was done away with in less 
than 15 minutes more. 

Minnie, the Mouse, was the last 
of the typhus spreaders to enter 
the death house, but after Minnie 
had been “stung” very severely on 
her feet, while negotiating the 
“ramp” to the electric chamber, 
she fled to her cell. : 

A quick consultation was held 
with Minnie’s “attorney” and Head 
Executioner Morris decided to com- 
mute the death sentence to “life 
imprisonment” in a wire cage. 

The electric death house is a 
complicated contraption. In many 
othér cities where it has been dem- 
onstrated it has executed upwards 
of 300 rats in a single night.

ARMY REPORT WRONG? 


Captured Papers Clear Hull 
Of Pearl Harbor Blame 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—(4)—Secretary Byrnes said today infor-) 


mation acquired by the Navy has cleared former Secretary of State 
Hull of any implication that he touched the button that started the 


war with Japan. 
" The present secretary of state 


referred to a statement Saturday 
by Navy Secretary Forrestal which 
told of documents s@ized on a 
Japanese cruiser. These documents 
disclosed that the plan for attack- 
ing Pearl Harbor had been sent 
to the fleet Nov. 5, 1941. 


That plan was known as “com- 
bined fleet top secret operation 
number one,” Byrnes told his news 
conference. 

Two days later, the Japanese is- 
sued “operation number two.” 


That, said Byrnes, set the Pearl 
Harbor attack for Dec. 8, Japanese 
time, or Dec. 7, American time. 
The secretary said he hoped the 
disclosures of Secretary Forrestal 


would “forever dispose” of any 
implication by the Army’s Pearl 
Harbor investigation board that a 
so-called ultimatum delivered by 
Secretary Hull to the Japanese on 
Nov. 26, 1941, caused the Pearl 
Harbor attack, 

“I know you will be glad that 
the secretary of state did not start 
the war,” Byrnes said. “I wanted 


to do this in justice to my good 
friend, Mr. Hull.” 

In chapter four of the Army 
board’s report is the following 
statement: “It seems well estab- 
lished that the sending of this ‘ten- 
point’ memorandum by the secre- 
tary of state was used by the 
Japanese as the signal for starting 
the war... 

At the time the Army board's 
report was published, Byrnes ob- 


‘jected to its criticism of Hull. 


He said then that he believed 
the board had gone beyond its 
rightful scope in its claim that the 
secretary’s statement of Nov. 26 
had prompted the Pearl Harbor 
attack.
